Ollie Watson, Jr„ ch a r g e d 
with the killing of Johnny Tay­ 
lor on New Year's Eve, 
1 9 6 6 
was found guilty of 
m u r d e r 
with malice aforethought. 
th e petit jury returned their 
verdict at 11:40 Tuesday morn­ 
ing, after hearing evidence p re 
sented in the 
murder 
t r i a l 
which opened here 
M o n d a y 
morning. District Clerk Fran­ 
cis Bohl read the verdict. 
Judge W. O. Murray of San 
Antonio, Chief Justice 
( r e - 
tired) of the Court of 
C i v i l 
Appeals, 4th Supreme

He set 
Watson's punishment

It is now awa,; ng fi­ 
nal signatures. 
Duncan said Monday th % 
when the program gets un j r - 
way, HOO of the county's 
in­ 
digent (dependent children and 
the aged) would benefit f r o m 
the plan. He said the 
t o t a l 
number of beneficiaries is 
di­ 
vided to include 502 persons el­ 
igible for public assistance and 
598 for non-public 
assistance, 
according to Income as v e r t - 
fled by the Department of 
La­ 
bor. 
The food program 
w o u l d 
be administered by the Com­ 
modity Division of the S t a t e 
Department of Public Welfare, 
for review and audit under 
a 
trained staff to maintain p e r ­ 
formance standards. 
On the staff will be a com ­ 
modity supervisor, commodity 
worker, clerk typist and hourly 
labor as required, at establish - 
ed wages. 
Cost to the county, Duncan 
said, "will be about $125 
p e r 
month. The city has agreed to 
provide the necessary building 
at the airbase, rent free." 
The HOO indigents are 
a- 
mong the county’s total popu - 
lation of 21,000 divided as 4,- 
925 urban and 16,075 rural, as 
per figures shown on the appli­ 
cation for the welfare program. 
A pproximately 36.8 percent of 
the population have an annual 
income of under $3,000. 
Per 
capita income is stated at $1,- 
435. 
Judge Duncan said, "Medina 
County operates on a cash 
ba­ 
sis but operating funds do 
n o t 


allow for any additional signifi­ 
cant expenditures. In applying 
for financial assistance through 
the Consumer pood P r o g r a m , 
the Commissioners took all 
of 
this into consideration, 
aware 
of the great need of air indig­ 
ent families. This will m a k e 
life less burdensome for them."

City Considers 
Retirement Plan 
In a special meeting Tues­ 
day night, the city 
c o u n c i l 
heard Jim Mormon of the Tex­ 
as Municipal Retirement S y s - 
tem , Austin, outline a 
s u g ­ 
gested program for 
H o n d o ' s 
participating in the System for 
its city employees. 
The System which 
b e g a n 
state-wide operation 20 years 
ago was established by Legisla­ 
tive Act as a retirement 
and 
disability pension system 
fo r 
municipal employees in 
th e 
State of Texas. It represents a 
Public Trust Fund, is a 
n o n ­ 
profit type organization, and is 
governmed by a board of trus­ 
tees, administered in 
accord­ 
ance with provisions of 
th e 
TMR Act. 
At present the System 
h a s 
more than 22,000 members re p 
resenting 178 Texas cities, 
to 
which group neighboring 
Cas­ 
troville is one of the most 
re­ 
cent additions. 
COST 
Mormon presented to 
th e 
council facts and figures based 
on a study of the city’s p r e s - 
ent payroll. Estimated 
c o s t , 
on equal participation by 
the 
city and each employee would 
be 4.9 percent of the total pay­ 
roll, or about $9,200 annually. 


Adoption of the System 
by 
the city would require passage 
of an ordinance. All full-tim e 
employees would be 
eligible 
for the benefits, including those 
who have reached or passed the 
generally accepted retirement 
age. (At present the city doesnot 
enforce age retirement nor do 
any benefits accrue.) 
ONE-CENT SALES TAX 
Although Mayor Decker and 
the councilmen present 
e x ­ 
pressed themselves in favor 
of 
the plan, no immediate action 
was taken. 
Mention was made of 
th e 
proposed I -cent city sales-and- 
use tax election set for 
April 
6. Revenue from this tax, 
if 
accepted by the voters, 
would 
apply in part to the retirement 
system. 
Mayor Decker said that ma­ 
ny citizens are speaking in fa­ 
vor of the tax. The consensus 
was that voters would favor it 
generally if they understand the 
manner in which the 
revenue 
estimated at more than $50,000 
annually, would be spent to the 
city’s benefit. 
Prclosed was an "education­ 
al campaign" to inform the vo­ 
ters in anticipation of their ac­ 
ceptance of the tax.

ceed, that competition is stiffer; that 
costs of doing business are greater 


and profit margins are smaller, etc. 


Actually, the opportunities for the 
good independent retailer are great­ 
er than ever before. Modern techni­ 
ques 
in 
retail 
management 
and 
operations are more readily avail­ 
able to smaller retailers. New mar­ 
kets are opening 
up 
into which 
smaller retailers can move and spe­ 
cialize. 


The greatest strength of the in­ 
dependent merchant lies now, as in 
the past, in t h e development of a 
store personality, and in personaliz­ 
ed service. 


Our retailing system needs the 
independent 
merchant 
just 
as 
it 
needs the chain store. And because 
of the unique services which it can 
render to customers, the indepen­ 
dent store will continue to prosper on 
its own merits.

FREEDOM'S FORGE 
When Texas celebrates th e 
132nd anniversary of its in d e ­ 
pendence this March 2, not ma­ 
ny w ill remember that the del­ 
egates met in a blacksmith shop 
to declare their freedom from 
Mexico. 
When it was decided to hold! of a Houston television 
station 
the Texas Convention of Inde­ 
pendence at Washington - on - 
the-Brazos, the only 
building 
large enough to hold the 
dele­ 
gates was Noah T . Byars' black­ 
smith shop. Byars wasn't even 
a delegate, but he moved 
the 
forge and tools out of the shop 
and installed split logs 
fo r 
seats. 
Byars went on to serve In 
Sam Houston's army, was the 
first sergeant-at-arms of 
the 
Texas Congress and was elect­ 
ed an associate judge of 
the 
Travis County Court. Later he 
tried politics and then became 
a Baptist missionary. He is bur­ 
ied in Brownwood. 
And his blacksmith shop? It 
has been reconstructed on the 
original site, and may be visit­ 
ed today at Washington-on-the- 
Brazos. 
ONE OF A KIND 
Serbia, in southern 
Lee 
County, is one of two Wendish 
settlements remaining in the 
world. (The other is In Austra­ 
lia.) 
Wends are Germans of Slav­ 
ic descent who emigrated from 
southeast Germany in 1854 and 
settled in more than a dozen 
communities in Texas.

At Casa Blanca 


LAREDO — Casa B l a n c a 
Lake, a county - owned rec­ 
reation facility near Laredo, is 
at absolute capacity with 1530 
surface acres of water. N o r ­ 
mally, the lake is considered 
full with a little over 800 a- 
cres. 
In spite of the lake’s i n • 
crease in size and the tenden­ 
cy of rising water to scatter 
the fish, Lou Guerra, aquatic 
biologist for Ute Parks an d 
Wildlife Dept., reports fishing 
is excellent. 
Guerra also reported s u r ­ 
prisingly good growth by t h e 
game fish stocked in the lake 
after its complete renovation 
with chemicals in April, 1966. 
Rouitne net checks produced 
many black bass averaging I- 
87 pounds, crappie averaged 
0.7 pounds, and channel c a t ­ 
fish averaged 1.6 pounds.

PAYMENT FOR 
DOCTOR BILLS 
Medicare beneficiaries whose 
physicians prefer to bill them 
directly instead of billing Med­ 
icare will no longer have 
to 
pay the bill and get it receipt­ 
ed b e f o r e they can collect 
M edicare paym ents. 
Under the old law, if t h e 
• -deelet? did—not- want—to subm it 
his bull to Medicare, a Medi­ 
care beneficiary had to p a y 
th ebiil 
and 
get 
it 
item ized 
and receipted in order to claim 
paym ent from M edicare. Now, 
beginning January I, 1968, all

may now make partial p a y ­ 
ment of bills for treatm ent be­ 
fore January I, 1968, in hospi­ 
tals not participating 
in

M edicare program. If you had 
to pay a hospital bill because 
you were treated in 
such

hospital, it 
may 
be 
possible 
for you to be reimbursed, ii 
the hospital m eets certain m in­ 
im um standards, i.e., it is li­ 
censed as a hospital; h a s a 
full-time nursing service; 
and 
provides m edical care u n d e r 
the supervision of a doctor. 
During the first year of M ed­ 
icare som e hospitals were not 
able to take part in the Medi­ 
care program and others have 
not chosen to take p a r t , for 
one reason or another.

MORE BILLS PAID 
Starting April I, 1968, 
t h e 
M edical 
Insurance 
p a r t of 
Medicare will pay hte full rea­ 
sonable c h a r g e s of radiolo­ 
gists’ and pathologists’ servic­ 
es while you are a hospital in­ 
patient, if you are enrolled for 
Medical Insurance. Under the 
old lav/, Medicare paid only 80 
percent of the charges a f t e r 
the $50 deductible had b e e n 
met. 
Under the old law, if y o u 
were in a hospital or extend­ 
ed care facility and were not 
eligible for hospital 
insurance 
paym ents — becasse you had 
used up all your “hospital in­ 
surance benefit 
days, 
or 
be­ 
cause you did not enter *he ex ­ 
tended care facility within 14 
days fatcr a hosptial stay of 
at least 3 days — services such 
as X rays and laboratory serv­ 
ices were not covered by eith­ 
er Hospital or M edical Insur­ 
ance.
